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Constitution of TREDT 


Preamble: 

We, the members of The Royal Ender Dragon Team that is the TREDT Union, in order to 
establish a framework for governance, ensure justice, promote transparency, and secure 
the rights and welfare of all constituents, do hereby enact and establish this Constitution 
for the TREDT Union. 


Article I: Name and Sovereignty 

1.1. The name of this Union shall be "The Royal Ender Dragon Team Union," that is the 
"TREDT Union." 

1.2. TREDT Union shall be a sovereign entity, governing all affiliated bodies and 
operations within its jurisdiction. 


Article II: Fundamental Principles 

2.1. TREDT Union shall uphold the principles of democracy, justice, equality, and 
accountability in all its endeavors. 

2.2. All members of TREDT Union shall have equal rights and opportunities, regardless 
of rank, status, or affiliation. 

2.3. Transparency and integrity shall be paramount in the conduct of all Union affairs, 
ensuring public trust and confidence. 

2.4. TREDT Union shall respect the rule of law and adhere to established legal 
frameworks in all actions and decisions. 


Article III: Organizational Structure 

3.1. TREDT Union shall encompass various bodies, including but not limited to, 
governmental, gaming, trading, and legislative entities. 

3.2. All bodies within TREDT Union shall operate under the overarching authority and 
supervision of the Union Government. 

3.3. The Union Government shall consist of elected officials, including the President and 
Union Governor, responsible for executive functions and governance. 

3.4. Legislative powers shall be vested in the TREDT Legislative House, empowered to 
enact laws and regulations for the Union's governance. 

3.5. Judicial functions shall be fulfilled by the Imperial Court of Justice of TREDT, 
ensuring the interpretation and enforcement of laws within the Union. 


Article IV: Rights and Responsibilities 

4.1. Every member of TREDT Union shall possess certain fundamental rights, including 
the right to free expression, association, and due process. 

4.2. Members shall also have the responsibility to abide by Union laws, promote 
harmony, and contribute positively to the welfare of the community. 

4.3. TREDT Union shall guarantee the protection of individual rights and freedoms, 
ensuring equitable treatment and due process for all. 


Article V: Governance and Administration 

5.1. The Union Government shall be responsible for the administration and execution of 
Union policies and decisions. 

5.2. Governance structures, including councils, committees, and regulatory bodies, shall 
be established to oversee specific domains within TREDT Union. 

5.3. The Union President shall serve as the Head of State and Government, representing 
the Union's interests domestically and internationally. 

5.4. The Union Governor shall act as the Co-Head of State and Government, assisting the 
President in executive functions and governance. 

5.5. Fair and transparent electoral processes shall be conducted to elect Union officials, 
ensuring democratic representation and accountability. 


Article VI: Legislative Powers 

6.1. The TREDT Legislative House shall be the primary legislative body, empowered to 
enact, amend, and repeal laws for the Union's governance. 

6.2. Legislative decisions shall require approval from both the Union Governor and the 
President before enactment, ensuring checks and balances. 

6.3. The Legislative House shall convene regularly to deliberate on proposed laws, 
ensuring thorough scrutiny and public participation in the legislative process. 


Article VII: Judicial Authority 

7.1. The Imperial Court of Justice of TREDT shall serve as the highest judicial authority 
within the Union, interpreting and adjudicating Union laws. 

7.2. Judicial independence shall be upheld, ensuring impartiality and fairness in the 
dispensation of justice. 

7.3. The Court shall have the authority to review the constitutionality of laws and 
decisions, safeguarding individual rights and freedoms. 


Article VIII: Amendments 

8.1. Amendments to this Constitution may be proposed by the Legislative House, subject 
to approval by a two-thirds majority vote. 

8.2. Proposed amendments shall undergo review by the Imperial Court of Justice for 
constitutionality and legality before enactment. 

8.3. Amendments shall come into effect upon approval by both the Legislative House and 
the Union President. 


Article [X: Supremacy of the Constitution 

9.1. This Constitution shall be the supreme law of TREDT Union, binding on all 
members, bodies, and officials within its jurisdiction. 

9.2. Any laws, regulations, or actions inconsistent with this Constitution shall be deemed 
null and void. 

9.3. All members and officials shall pledge allegiance to this Constitution, upholding its 
principles and provisions in all endeavors. 


Act X: Name Change to "TREDT Union" 
Article I: Name Change 


i) Renaming: Declares that the name "The Royal Ender Dragon Team" shall now be 
officially known as the "TREDT Union." 
Article II: Leadership 


i) Captain: Recognizes Naved Khan as the Captain of the TREDT Union. 

i1) Captain Elector: Acknowledges Soumya D. Das as the Captain Elector of the TREDT 
Union. 

ii) Founder: Honors Zanyung Ronrei as the Founder of TREDT. 

iv) Co-Founder: Recognizes Ethan Joseph as the Co-Founder of TREDT. 


Act XI: Leadership Restructuring 
Article I: Title Change 


1) Renaming of Position: Declares that the position of "Captain" shall now be officially 
known as the "President of Union." 

i1) Accompanying Position: States that the President of Union shall be accompanied by 
the "Vice President of Union." 

Article II: Roles and Responsibilities 


i) President's Role: Specifies that the President of Union shall serve as the Head of State 
& Government within the TREDT Union. 

ii) Union Governor's Role: Designates the role of the "Union Governor" as the Co-Head 
of State and Government. 

Article III: Appointments 


1) President: Appoints Naved Khan as the President of Union. 
ii) Union Governor: Appoints Soumya D. Das as the Union Governor. 


Act XII: Fair Election Implementation 
Article I: Fair Election Mandate 


i) Election Announcement: Declares that the TREDT Union shall hold fair elections to 
elect its President. 

ii) Abolishment of Periodical Captain Nominating System: Announces the abolition of 
the Periodical Captain Nominating System. 

ii) Temporary Nature: Specifies that this law shall only come into effect until the current 
president's term is over. 

Article II: Current Leadership 


i) President: Confirms Naved Khan as the current President of the TREDT Union. 
ii) Union Governor: Reiterates Soumya D. Das's role as the Union Governor. 


Act XIII: Stamp Issue Act 
Article I: Introduction of Stamp Requirement 


i) Stamp Mandate: Introduces a new stamp requirement for all official documents within 
the TREDT Union. 

i1) Mandatory Stamp Approval: Declares that no Agreements, Policies, Laws, or Acts 
shall be passed without the stamp of approval. 

ii) Compliance: Specifies that every official document must bear this stamp of approval 
to be considered valid. 

Article II: Responsible Authorities 


1) Union Governor: Designates Soumya D. Das as the responsible authority for 
overseeing the implementation of the Stamp Issue Act. 

1i) President: Acknowledges Naved Khan's role in ensuring compliance with the stamp 
requirement. 


Act XIV: TREDT Gaming Stamp Issue Act 
Article I: Introduction of Stamp Requirement 


i) Stamp Mandate: Introduces a new stamp requirement for all official documents within 
TREDT Gaming. 

i1) Mandatory Stamp Approval: Specifies that no Agreements, Policies, Laws, or Acts 
shall be passed without the stamp of approval. 

ii) Compliance: Requires every official document to bear this stamp of approval to be 
considered valid. 

Article II: Responsible Authorities 


1) President of T.U & T.G: Naved Khan is designated as the authority responsible for 
overseeing compliance with the Stamp Issue Act within TREDT Gaming. 

ii) Union Governor: Soumya D. Das is appointed to support the enforcement of the stamp 
requirement. 


Act XV: The Union Governmental Judiciary Act of 2023 
Article I: Establishment of Governmental Judiciary 


1) Creation of Body: Establishes a Governmental Judiciary within TREDT. 

i1) Scope of Responsibility: Designates the Governmental Judiciary to maintain and 
execute all past, present, and future laws of TREDT. 

ili) Integration: Specifies that the Governmental Judiciary shall operate as an integral part 
of the TREDT Union. 


Article II: Functions and Duties 


1) Law Maintenance: Tasks the Governmental Judiciary with maintaining the integrity 
and coherence of TREDT's legal framework. 

ii) Execution: Entrusts the Governmental Judiciary with executing all laws, ensuring their 
implementation within the TREDT jurisdiction. 

ii) Accountability: Requires the Governmental Judiciary to uphold transparency and 
accountability in its operations. 


Act XVI: The Unity Act of 2023 
Article I: Establishment of Unified Bodies 


1) Scope of Act: Encompasses all governmental, judiciary, gaming, and other bodies 
within TREDT. 

ii) Unification Requirement: Mandates that all bodies mentioned within this Act remain 
within the main TREDT Union. 

Article II: Designated Bodies 


1) TREDT Gaming: Specifies TREDT Gaming as one of the unified bodies under this 
Act. 

i) TREDT SMP: Identifies TREDT SMP as another unified body within the TREDT 
Union. 

ii) TREDT Point & Finance: Includes TREDT Point & Finance as part of the unified 
bodies governed by this Act. 

iv) TREDT Trading Company: Recognizes TREDT Trading Company as one of the 
unified bodies within TREDT. 

Article III: Compliance 


1) Adherence to Unity: Requires all mentioned bodies to comply with the principles of 
unity and cooperation as outlined in this Act. 

i1) Integration: Ensures that the activities and operations of these bodies are aligned with 
the overarching goals and objectives of the TREDT Union. 


Act XVII: The Imperial Court of Justice of TREDT Formation Act of 2023 
Article I: Establishment of the Imperial Court of Justice 


1) Purpose: To establish a central court within TREDT known as the Imperial Court of 
Justice. 

11) Location: Designates the court building in the TREDT SMP as the main central court 
for the Imperial Court of Justice. 

Article II: Jurisdiction and Authority 


1) Judicial Mandate: Grants the Imperial Court of Justice jurisdiction over all legal 
matters and disputes within TREDT. 


11) Legal Authority: Empowers the court to interpret laws, adjudicate cases, and uphold 
justice in accordance with TREDT regulations. 
Article III: Structure and Administration 


1) Judicial Structure: Outlines the organizational structure of the Imperial Court of 
Justice, including the appointment of judges and administrative staff. 

i1) Court Procedures: Specifies the procedures and protocols for conducting legal 
proceedings, hearings, and appeals within the court. 

Article IV: Functions and Responsibilities 


1) Legal Oversight: Tasks the Imperial Court of Justice with overseeing the application 
and enforcement of laws and regulations within TREDT. 

i1) Dispute Resolution: Requires the court to resolve disputes, conflicts, and legal 
controversies in a fair, impartial, and timely manner. 

Article V: Collaboration and Cooperation 


1) Coordination with Other Bodies: Encourages collaboration and cooperation between 
the Imperial Court of Justice and other governmental, judiciary, and gaming bodies 
within TREDT. 

11) Supportive Measures: Facilitates the provision of resources, support, and assistance to 
the court to ensure effective functioning and administration. 


Act XVIII: The TREDT Gaming Dictatorship Government Redemption Act of 2023 
Article I: Abolition of Dictatorship Government 


1) Declaration: Proclaims the abolition of the ongoing dictatorship-type government in 
TREDT Gaming. 

ii) Prohibition: Forbids the establishment or continuation of any form of dictatorship 
within TREDT Gaming or the wider TREDT Union. 

Article II: Democratic Governance 


i) Promotion of Democracy: Affirms the commitment to democratic principles and 
practices in TREDT Gaming and the Union as a whole. 

11) Electoral Processes: Ensures that governance structures within TREDT Gaming adhere 
to fair and transparent electoral processes, allowing for the democratic election of leaders. 
Article III: Protection of Individual Rights 


i) Safeguarding Liberties: Guarantees the protection of individual rights, freedoms, and 
liberties within TREDT Gaming, free from authoritarian rule or oppression. 

i1) Rule of Law: Emphasizes adherence to the rule of law and the principles of justice, 
equality, and accountability in all governance activities. 

Article [V: Oversight and Enforcement 


1) Monitoring Mechanisms: Establishes mechanisms for monitoring and oversight to 
prevent any attempts to reintroduce dictatorship-style governance in TREDT Gaming. 


ii) Enforcement Measures: Authorizes appropriate sanctions and penalties for individuals 
or groups found attempting to subvert democratic processes or undermine the principles 
of this Act. 

Article V: Educational Initiatives 


1) Democratic Education: Promotes educational initiatives aimed at fostering a culture of 
democracy, participation, and civic engagement within TREDT Gaming and its 
community. 

ii) Awareness Programs: Encourages the dissemination of information and awareness 
campaigns highlighting the dangers of dictatorship and the importance of democratic 
governance. 

Article VI: Transitional Arrangements 


i) Transition Plan: Outlines a transition plan for TREDT Gaming to move from its 
previous dictatorship government to a democratic system, ensuring stability and 
continuity during the process. 

i1) Supportive Measures: Provides support, resources, and guidance to facilitate the 
transition and adaptation to democratic governance structures. 

Article VII: Review and Amendment 


i) Periodic Review: Mandates periodic reviews of this Act to assess its effectiveness and 
relevance in safeguarding democratic governance in TREDT Gaming. 

i1) Amendment Procedure: Allows for amendments to be made to this Act through 
established legislative processes, subject to approval by the appropriate governing bodies. 


Act 19: The TREDT Legislative Council Formation Act of 2023 
Article I: Establishment of the Legislative Council 


1) Creation: Establishes the TREDT Legislative Council as the legislative body 
responsible for making, amending, and passing laws within TREDT. 

i1) Composition: Comprises elected representatives from various sectors and communities 
within TREDT, ensuring diversity and representation. 

Article II: Legislative Authority 


1) Lawmaking Powers: Grants the Legislative Council the authority to enact laws, 
regulations, and policies governing the activities and affairs of TREDT. 

i1) Amendment Process: Outlines procedures for amending existing laws and repealing 
outdated or ineffective legislation through democratic deliberation and consensus- 
building. 

Article HI: Executive Oversight 


1) Review and Approval: Requires all proposed laws and amendments to be reviewed and 
approved by the Union Governor before enactment, ensuring executive oversight and 
coordination. 


i1) Collaboration: Encourages collaboration and consultation between the Legislative 
Council and the executive branch to address governance challenges and promote 
effective policymaking. 

Article IV: Judicial Review 


1) Compliance with Legal Framework: Mandates that all laws passed by the Legislative 
Council undergo judicial review to ensure compliance with the legal framework and 
constitutional principles of TREDT. 

1) Upholding Rule of Law: Reinforces the importance of upholding the rule of law and 
protecting individual rights and liberties in all legislative endeavors. 

Article V: Transparency and Accountability 


i) Open Proceedings: Requires the Legislative Council to conduct its proceedings in an 
open and transparent manner, allowing for public observation and participation. 

i1) Accountability Measures: Implements mechanisms for accountability, including 
regular reporting, disclosure of financial interests, and ethical conduct requirements for 
council members. 

Article VI: Legislative Process 


1) Proposal and Deliberation: Outlines procedures for introducing, debating, and 
deliberating on legislative proposals within the council, ensuring thorough examination 
and consideration of all issues. 

ii) Voting and Decision-Making: Establishes voting mechanisms and decision-making 
processes, including majority rule, to determine the outcome of legislative matters. 
Article VII: Enforcement and Implementation 


1) Executive Authority: Entrusts the executive branch, led by the Union Governor, with 
the responsibility of implementing and enforcing laws passed by the Legislative Council. 
11) Judicial Oversight: Allows for judicial review of executive actions to ensure 
compliance with legislative intent and constitutional provisions. 

Article VIII: Review and Evaluation 


1) Periodic Review: Calls for periodic reviews of the Legislative Council's performance 
and effectiveness in fulfilling its mandate, with the aim of identifying areas for 
improvement and reform. 

1i) Stakeholder Consultation: Encourages consultation with stakeholders, including civil 
society organizations and the public, to gather feedback and input on the functioning of 
the Legislative Council. 

Article IX: Commencement 


1) Effective Date: Specifies the date of commencement of the Act, after which the 
provisions herein shall come into full force and effect. 


Act XX: The Trade ‘n’ Deal Act of 2023 


Article I: Regulation of Trade 


1) No Extra Items: Prohibits the inclusion of extra items beyond the agreed-upon terms in 
any trade conducted within TREDT, ensuring fairness and transparency. 

il) Finalization Clause: Mandates that once a trade agreement is finalized, no changes can 
be made to the terms, except by mutual consent of all parties involved. 

ii) Compliance with EULA: Ensures that all trades conducted within TREDT adhere to 
the End User License Agreement (EULA) of Minecraft, Mojang Studios, and Microsoft, 
preventing any violations of the terms and conditions set forth by the respective entities. 
Article II: Enforcement and Penalties 


1) Monitoring and Compliance: Establishes mechanisms for monitoring trade activities 
within TREDT to ensure compliance with the provisions of this Act. 

ii) Penalties for Violations: Imposes penalties, including fines, suspension, or expulsion, 
on individuals or entities found to be in violation of the regulations outlined in this Act, 
with the severity of the penalty determined by the nature and extent of the offense. 
Article III: Dispute Resolution 


1) Dispute Resolution Mechanism: Provides a framework for resolving disputes arising 
from trade transactions within TREDT, including mediation, arbitration, or adjudication 
by the relevant authorities. 

it) Fair and Impartial Process: Ensures that dispute resolution processes are fair, 
impartial, and conducted in accordance with established legal principles, protecting the 
rights and interests of all parties involved. 

Article [V: Education and Awareness 


i) Training and Awareness Programs: Promotes education and awareness initiatives to 
inform members of TREDT about their rights and responsibilities regarding trade 
activities, facilitating compliance with the provisions of this Act. 

i1) Outreach and Communication: Engages in outreach and communication efforts to 
disseminate information about the Trade ‘n’ Deal Act of 2023 and its implications for 
trade practices within TREDT, fostering understanding and cooperation among members. 
Article V: Review and Amendment 


i) Periodic Review: Requires periodic reviews of the Trade ‘n’ Deal Act of 2023 to assess 
its effectiveness and relevance in light of changing circumstances and emerging trade 
trends. 

it) Amendment Procedure: Outlines procedures for amending or revising the provisions 
of this Act, including consultation with stakeholders and approval by the appropriate 
legislative authority, to ensure that it remains responsive to the needs and priorities of 
TREDT. 

Article VI: Commencement 


1) Effective Date: Specifies the date of commencement of the Act, after which the 
provisions herein shall come into full force and effect, regulating trade activities within 
TREDT in accordance with the principles and guidelines outlined herein. 


Act XXI: TREDT Legislative Council Name Change Act 
Article I: Renaming of the Legislative Council 


i) Name Change: The TREDT Legislative Council, hereinafter referred to as the "TLC," 
shall be officially renamed as the "TREDT Legislative House," abbreviated as "TLH." 
Article II: Implementation and Communication 


i) Official Notification: The Union Government of TREDT shall issue an official 
notification to all relevant stakeholders, including members of the legislative body, 
administrative personnel, and the general public, regarding the renaming of the 
Legislative Council to the Legislative House. 

1i) Updating of Official Documents: All official documents, correspondence, and 
publications referring to the legislative body shall be revised to reflect the new name 
"TREDT Legislative House." 

Article III: Transition Period 


1) Grace Period: A grace period of thirty (30) days shall be provided to allow for the 
transition from the old name to the new name "TREDT Legislative House." 

ii) Interim Usage: During the transition period, both the old and new names may be used 
interchangeably to minimize confusion and facilitate a smooth transition. 

Article IV: Effectiveness 


1) Immediate Effect: This Act shall come into effect immediately upon its passage by the 
TREDT Union Legislative Body and approval by the Union Governor. 

i1) Incorporation into Legal Framework: The renaming of the Legislative Council as the 
"TREDT Legislative House" shall be incorporated into the legal framework of TREDT, 
ensuring its recognition and validity in all official capacities. 

Article V: Commencement 


1) Commencement Date: The provisions of this Act shall commence on the date of its 
enactment, marking the official renaming of the legislative body as the "TREDT 
Legislative House." 


Act XXII: TREDT Legislative House Operations Act 
Article I: Frequency of Meetings 


i) Meeting Requirement: The TREDT Legislative House (TLH) shall convene at least 
once a year to conduct legislative sessions and deliberations on matters of governance 
and policy-making within TREDT. 

Article II: Legislative Process 


1) Initial Review by Union Governor: All laws proposed and passed by the TLH shall 
undergo initial review by the Union Governor to ensure compliance with constitutional 
provisions and alignment with the overall objectives of TREDT. 


1i) Presentation to the Court: Following the Union Governor's review, the approved laws 
shall be presented to the designated court for further scrutiny and validation before they 
are officially enacted and enforced. 

ii) Execution and Maintenance: The execution and maintenance of laws passed by the 
TLH shall be the responsibility of the designated court, which shall oversee their 
implementation and adjudicate any disputes arising from their application. 

Article III: Responsibilities of TLH 


1) Oversight of Rules: The TLH shall be responsible for formulating and implementing 
rules and regulations governing various aspects of TREDT operations, including TU, TG, 
TTCO, and TREDT SMP. 

ii) Guarantees of Responsible Lawmaking: The TLH pledges to uphold the principles of 
responsible governance and ensure that all laws enacted are in the best interests of 
TREDT and its constituents. 

iii) Review Process for Proposed Laws: Proposed laws shall undergo a thorough review 
process within the TLH, with opportunities for revision and reconsideration based on 
feedback from the Union Governor and other relevant authorities. 

iv) Dispute Resolution Mechanism: In the event of disagreements between the TLH and 
other governing bodies, such as the Union Governor or the President of TREDT Union 
and Gaming, a dispute resolution mechanism shall be employed to facilitate consensus- 
building and decision-making. 

Article [V: Continuity of Existing Rules 


i) Preservation of Pre-existing Rules: Rules and regulations in force prior to the 
establishment of the TLH shall remain valid and enforceable unless repealed or amended 
through due process within the TLH. 

Article V: Commencement 


1) Commencement Date: This Act shall come into effect immediately upon its passage by 
the TREDT Legislative House and approval by the Union Governor. 


Act XXIII: Pass of Legislature Act 
Article I: Types of Legislative Passes 


1) Presidential Pass: Under the Presidential Pass, laws passed by the TREDT Legislative 
House (TLH) shall require approval from the President of TREDT Union and Gaming 
before they can be enacted. 

1i) Union Governor's Pass: The Union Governor shall have the authority to pass laws 
without the need for a majority vote from the TLH, thereby expediting the legislative 
process in urgent or exceptional circumstances. 

Article II: Presidential Pass Procedure 


1) Submission for Approval: Upon the TLH's passage of a law, it shall be submitted to the 
President of TREDT Union and Gaming for review and approval. 


ii) Presidential Veto: The President reserves the right to veto any law that is deemed 
contrary to the interests of TREDT or inconsistent with constitutional provisions. In such 
cases, the law shall be returned to the TLH for reconsideration and potential revision. 

ili) Enactment Upon Approval: Upon receiving the President's approval, the law shall be 
officially enacted and implemented in accordance with established procedures. 

Article III: Union Governor's Pass Procedure 


i) Exercise of Authority: The Union Governor may exercise the Pass of Legislature 
without the need for a majority vote from the TLH, provided that the law is deemed 
necessary for the effective governance and operation of TREDT. 

1i) Criteria for Utilization: The Union Governor shall utilize the Pass of Legislature 
sparingly and judiciously, reserving it for situations where prompt action is imperative to 
address pressing concerns or emergencies. 

ili) Transparency and Accountability: The Union Governor shall communicate the 
rationale behind the use of the Pass of Legislature to relevant stakeholders and ensure 
transparency and accountability in the decision-making process. 

Article [V: Commencement 


1) Commencement Date: This Act shall come into effect immediately upon its passage by 
the TLH and approval by the Union Governor. 


Act XXIV: Game Mode Change Permit for Judiciary-Based Buildings Act 
Article I: Purpose 


The purpose of this Act is to establish a permit system for the construction of government 
buildings in the TREDT SMP (Survival Multiplayer) server, specifically those intended 
for judiciary purposes. 

Article II: Permit Requirement 


1) Scope: This permit is mandatory for the construction of any government building 
within the TREDT SMP designated for judiciary functions. 

ii) Approval Authority: The issuance of permits shall be under the jurisdiction of the 
Union Governor, who shall determine compliance with the established criteria. 
Article III: Compliance Criteria 


1) Judiciary Functionality: Buildings constructed under this permit must serve a specific 
judiciary function, such as courtrooms, legal libraries, or administrative offices related to 
judicial affairs. 

1i) Aesthetic Guidelines: Permitted structures must adhere to aesthetic guidelines set forth 
by TREDT leadership, ensuring consistency and professionalism in architectural design. 
iii) Location Restrictions: The location of permitted buildings shall be designated by 
TREDT leadership, with consideration for accessibility and integration within the SMP 
landscape. 

Article [V: Enforcement and Penalties 


1) Enforcement: TREDT SMP server administrators (OPs) shall monitor compliance with 
permit requirements and take appropriate action against violators. 

i1) Penalty: Any individual found constructing judiciary-based buildings without the 
requisite permit shall face immediate banning from the server by the OPs, as per the 
authority vested in them. 


Article VI: Commencement 

This Act shall come into effect immediately upon its passage by the Union Governor. 
Act XXV: Contempt of Court Law (2023) 

Article I: Prohibited Conduct 


No member or guest appearing in court proceedings shall engage in any of the following 
prohibited behaviors: 

1) Swearing: The use of profane language or offensive gestures directed towards Court 
Officials, Legislature Officials, Company Officials, or Government Officials is strictly 
prohibited. 

1i) Racial Discrimination: Discriminatory remarks or actions based on race, ethnicity, or 
nationality against any individual present in the court proceedings are prohibited. 

iii) Use of Firearms or Weapons: The possession or use of firearms, weapons, or any 
object deemed potentially harmful within the court premises is strictly forbidden. 
Article II: Penalties 


i) Offense: Any individual found in violation of the prohibited conduct outlined in Article 
I shall be deemed in contempt of court. 

i1) Penalty: Upon determination of contempt of court, the offender shall be subject to an 
immediate ban from the court proceedings for a duration of 5 days. 

ii) Enforcement: The Chief Judge of the Imperial Court of Justice of TREDT, or their 
designated representative, shall have the authority to enforce this penalty and ensure 
compliance with court decorum. 

Article III: Reporting and Review Process 


i) Reporting: Any instances of prohibited conduct witnessed within the court premises 
shall be promptly reported to the presiding judge or court administrator. 

i1) Review: The reported violation shall be reviewed by the court administration, and if 
deemed valid, appropriate action in accordance with Article II shall be taken. 

Article [V: Implementation 


This law shall be implemented immediately upon its enactment and shall apply to all 
court proceedings within the jurisdiction of the Imperial Court of Justice of TREDT. 
Article V: Commencement 


This law shall come into effect upon its passage by the Legislative House and approval 
by the Union Governor. 


Act XXVI: Tax Act 
Article I: Establishment of Tax System 


This Act establishes a Tax System for players within the TREDT SMP (Survival 
Multiplayer) community. 

Taxes shall be collected in the form of emeralds and utilized for the maintenance and 
development of communal projects and infrastructure within the TREDT SMP. 
Article II: Types of Taxes 


Income Tax: Players shall be subject to an income tax based on their in-game earnings 
and acquisitions. 

Company Tax: Companies and business entities operating within the TREDT SMP shall 
be subject to a company tax based on their profits and economic activities within the 
community. 

Article III: Determination of Tax Rates 


The determination of tax rates for both Income Tax and Company Tax shall be vested in 
the authority of the President of the TREDT Union. 

The President of the TREDT Union reserves the right to adjust tax rates as deemed 
necessary to ensure the financial stability and prosperity of the TREDT SMP community. 
Article [V: Tax Collection and Enforcement 


Tax collection shall be overseen by designated officials appointed by the TREDT Union 
Government. 

Failure to comply with tax obligations may result in penalties, including fines or 
sanctions, imposed by the TREDT Union Government. 

Article V: Reporting and Transparency 


The TREDT Union Government shall provide regular reports on tax revenues collected 
and their allocation towards community projects and initiatives. 

Transparency in tax collection and expenditure shall be maintained to ensure 
accountability and trust within the TREDT SMP community. 

Article VI: Commencement 


This Act shall come into effect immediately upon its passage by the Legislative House 
and approval by the Union Governor. 

All players and entities within the TREDT SMP are hereby notified of their tax 
obligations under this Act. 


Act XXVII: TREDT Trading Company Total Stock Redemption Act, 2023 
Preamble: 


Recognizing the need to address the ongoing controversy surrounding the TREDT 
Trading Company's involvement in TREDT Gaming, the TREDT Association of 


Trading, in collaboration with the TREDT Legislative House (TLH), the Imperial Court 
of Justice of TREDT (ICJT), and the TREDT Union, hereby enacts the following 
provisions for the redemption of the TREDT Trading Company's stock within TREDT 
Gaming. 


Article I: Removal of TREDT Trading Company from TREDT Gaming 


The TREDT Trading Company shall be officially removed from the governance and 
operations of TREDT Gaming, effective immediately upon the passage of this Act. 

The TREDT Trading Company's interference with the governance and affairs of TREDT 
Gaming shall cease, ensuring the autonomy and integrity of the gaming group. 

Article II: Stock Redemption Provisions 


Any interference by the TREDT Trading Company in the governance or operations of 
TREDT Gaming shall constitute grounds for the total redemption of the company's stock 
within TREDT Gaming. 

The TREDT Union reserves the authority to initiate the process of stock redemption 
should the TREDT Trading Company violate the terms outlined in Article I of this Act. 
The redemption process shall be overseen and enforced by the TREDT Legislative House 
(TLH) and the Imperial Court of Justice of TREDT (ICJT) to ensure compliance and 
fairness. 

Article III: Passage of the Bill 


The TREDT Legislative House (TLH) shall be responsible for the passage of the Bill 
related to the redemption of TREDT Trading Company's stock within TREDT Gaming. 
The Bill shall be subject to review and approval by the Union Governor and the President 
of the TREDT Union before enactment. 

Article [V: Commencement 


This Act shall come into effect immediately upon its passage by the TREDT Legislative 
House and approval by the Union Governor and the President of the TREDT Union. 

All parties involved in TREDT Gaming and the TREDT Trading Company shall be duly 
notified of the provisions outlined in this Act. 

Article V: Continuation of Collaboration 


The TREDT Association of Trading, TLH, ICJT, and TREDT Union shall continue to 
collaborate to ensure the smooth transition and adherence to the provisions of this Act. 
Any disputes arising from the implementation of this Act shall be resolved through 
established judicial procedures within TREDT. 


Act XXVIII: Surrender of Self-Governing Rights of TREDT Trading Company to 
TREDT Union 


We, the undersigned representatives of TREDT Trading Company, hereby declare and 
acknowledge the transfer of our right of self-governance to the TREDT Union, the 
governing body duly constituted by the Union Government. As of 1st of November 2023, 


TREDT Trading Company willingly and without coercion surrenders its autonomy to the 
authority and jurisdiction of the TREDT Union, subject to the laws and regulations of the 
Union Government. 


Article 1: Transfer of Governance 

1.1 TREDT Trading Company recognizes the TREDT Union as the governing body with 
authority over its operations, decision-making processes, and corporate affairs. 

1.2 The TREDT Union, in turn, accepts the responsibility of overseeing and regulating 
the activities of TREDT Trading Company in accordance with applicable laws and 
policies. 


Article 2: Compliance and Cooperation 

2.1 TREDT Trading Company pledges full cooperation with the TREDT Union, 
providing all necessary information, documentation, and support to ensure compliance 
with regulatory requirements. 

2.2 The TREDT Union undertakes to exercise its authority in a manner that promotes the 
welfare of TREDT Trading Company, its employees, and stakeholders, while upholding 
the principles of fairness, transparency, and justice. 


Article 3: Legal Framework 

3.1 TREDT Trading Company agrees to abide by the laws and regulations set forth by the 
Union Government, as implemented and enforced by the TREDT Union. 

3.2 The TREDT Union commits to administering governance in accordance with the 
established legal framework, ensuring that the rights and interests of TREDT Trading 
Company are protected and upheld. 


Act XXIX: TREDT Union Stock Exchange Committee 


Preamble: 

We, the undersigned, hereby establish the TREDT Union Stock Exchange Committee 
(TUSEC) to serve as a regulatory body and governing entity for the TREDT Union Stock 
Exchange (TUSE). This document outlines the objectives, structure, and functions of the 
TUSEC. 


Mission Statement: 

The mission of the TREDT Union Stock Exchange Committee is to foster transparency, 
integrity, and efficiency in the operation of the TREDT Union Stock Exchange, ensuring 
fair and orderly trading for all participants. 


Objectives: 


Regulation: Implement and enforce rules and regulations to maintain the integrity of the 
TREDT Union Stock Exchange and safeguard the interests of investors. 

Oversight: Provide oversight of market activities, including trading, listing, and 
compliance, to promote a fair and transparent marketplace. 


Investor Protection: Establish mechanisms to protect investors from fraudulent practices, 
market manipulation, and other abuses. 

Market Development: Facilitate the development of the TREDT Union Stock Exchange 
by promoting liquidity, innovation, and market access. 

Collaboration: Foster collaboration with stakeholders, including listed companies, 
investors, regulators, and other market participants, to promote the growth and 
development of the TREDT Union Stock Exchange. 

Structure: 


Board of Directors: Comprised of representatives from the TREDT Trading Association, 
regulatory bodies, financial institutions, listed companies, and independent experts. 
Responsible for setting strategic direction, approving regulatory policies, and overseeing 
TUSE operations. 


Committees: May establish committees focusing on specific areas of regulation, such as 
listing standards, trading rules, and enforcement. Composed of industry experts and 
stakeholders to advise the Board. 


Secretariat: Responsible for day-to-day operations, administration, and coordination of 
regulatory activities. Reports to the Board of Directors and implements decisions taken 
by the Board. 


Functions: 


Rulemaking: Develop and promulgate rules and regulations governing TUSE operations, 
including listing requirements, trading procedures, and compliance standards. 


Monitoring and Surveillance: Monitor market activities, investigate potential violations, 
and take enforcement actions to maintain market integrity. 


Listing and Compliance: Review listing applications, ensure compliance with standards, 
and oversee the delisting process for non-compliant issuers. 


Investor Education and Protection: Develop educational programs to enhance investor 
awareness and protection, including information on risks, rights, and remedies. 


Market Development: Work with stakeholders to promote liquidity, enhance 
infrastructure, and facilitate access to capital for issuers.

Act XXX: Company Names and Logo Registration Act 


Preamble: 

Whereas the protection of intellectual property and promotion of fair business practices 
are essential for the economic development of the TREDT Union; 

Whereas the need to establish a comprehensive system for the registration of company 
names and logos to prevent confusion, misrepresentation, and infringement has been 
identified; 

Now, therefore, be it enacted by the TREDT Legislative House as follows: 


Section 1: Title 
This Act shall be known as the "Company Names and Logo Registration Act." 


Section 2: Definitions 
(a) "Company" refers to any legal entity engaged in business activities. 
(b) "Logo" refers to any distinctive visual representation associated with a company. 


Section 3: Registration Requirements 

(a) The registration shall include details of the company name, logo, business address, 
and other information as required by the regulatory body. 

(b) Failure to comply with the registration requirements may result in penalties as 
determined by the regulatory body. 


Section 4: Logo Design Protection 

(a) Registered logos shall be protected from unauthorized use or imitation. 

(b) Any person or entity found guilty of infringing on a registered logo shall be liable for 
legal action and may be subject to fines and other penalties. 


Section 5: Renewal and Amendments 

(a) Companies shall be required to renew their registration periodically as determined by 
the regulatory body. 

(b) Companies may apply for amendments to their registered names or logos under 
prescribed procedures. 


Section 6: Regulatory Body 

(a) A regulatory body shall be established to oversee the implementation and enforcement 
of this Act. 

(b) The regulatory body shall have the authority to promulgate rules and regulations to 
facilitate the effective administration of this Act. 


Section 7: Penalties 
(a) Any company found in violation of this Act shall be subject to fines, suspension, or 
revocation of business as determined by the regulatory body. 


Section 8: Implementation 
This Act shall come into effect on 29th January 2024 after approval by the Union 
Governor. 


Section 9: Enactment 
This Act is hereby enacted into law by the TREDT Legislative House on 29th January 
2024. 


Act XXXI: Abolition of the Union Governor's Pass of Legislature Act 


Presented by the Honorable Members of the TREDT Union 
To the TREDT Legislative House 


Preamble 

Whereas, the principle of democratic governance requires the collective decision-making 
of representatives duly elected by the members; 

Whereas, the current provision granting the Union Governor unchecked authority to pass 
legislation undermines the democratic process and the will of the members; 

Whereas, it is imperative to restore the balance of power and uphold the principles of 
accountability and transparency within the TREDT Union; 

Be it enacted by the TREDT Legislative House. 


Sections and Articles 


Section 1: Abolition of the Union Governor's Pass of Legislature 

(a) The provision granting the Union Governor the authority to pass legislation 
independently, commonly known as the "Union Governor's Pass of Legislature," is 
hereby abolished. 

(b) Henceforth, all legislative decisions within the TREDT Union shall be made 
exclusively by the TREDT Legislative House. 


Section 2: Prohibition of Unilateral Legislative Action 

(a) The Union Governor shall no longer have the power to enact laws or amendments 
without the approval of the TREDT Legislative House. 

(b) Any attempt by the Union Governor to enact legislation unilaterally shall be deemed 
null and void. 


Section 3: Procedure for Legislative Approval 

(a) All proposed laws, amendments, or legislative actions must be presented to the 
TREDT Legislative House for review and approval. 

(b) The TREDT Legislative House shall conduct thorough deliberations and voting 
procedures on all proposed legislation in accordance with established parliamentary 
procedures. 


Section 4: Ensuring Checks and Balances 

(a) The TREDT Legislative House shall have the authority to scrutinize and amend 
proposed legislation to ensure alignment with the interests and needs of the TREDT 
Union and its constituents. 


(b) The Union Governor may still exercise veto power over legislation passed by the 
TREDT Legislative House, subject to override by a majority vote of the legislative body. 


Section 5: Existing as an Overviewing Executive and a Union Executive 
(a) The Union Governor shall remain as an overviewing Executive and a Union 
Executive of the TREDT Union and the TREDT Legislative House. 


Section 6: Implementation 
This Act shall come into effect immediately upon its passage by the TREDT Legislative 
House and approval by the Union Governor. 


Section 7: Severability 

If any provision of this Act is found to be unconstitutional or invalid by a court of 
competent jurisdiction, such provision shall be severed from the remainder of the Act, 
which shall remain in full force and effect. 


Section 8: Enactment 
This Act may be cited as the "Abolition of the Union Governor's Pass of Legislature Act" 
and shall be enforceable as law within the TREDT Union upon its enactment. 


Act XXXII; Regulating Act. 


Preamble 

An Act to regulate various aspects of governance and commerce within the TREDT 
Union, ensuring transparency, efficiency, and accountability. Recognizing the need for 
structured governance and fair-trade practices, this Act seeks to establish mechanisms for 
electoral oversight, trade regulation, judicial adjudication, and succession planning in 
TREDT. 


Article I: Establishment of TREDT Union Election Commission (TUEC) 

i) Establishment of TUEC: There shall be established a body known as the TREDT 
Union Election Commission (TUEC). TUEC shall serve as an independent regulatory 
authority responsible for overseeing all electoral processes within TREDT. 

1i) Functions of TUEC: TUEC shall have the following functions: 

a. Conducting fair and transparent elections for Union positions. 

b. Issuing Voter Identification Cards (VIDs) to all eligible members of the Union. 

c. Ensuring compliance with electoral laws and regulations. 

ii) Composition of TUEC: TUEC shall comprise members appointed by the TREDT 
Legislative House, ensuring representation from diverse backgrounds and expertise in 
electoral administration. 

iv) Powers of TUEC: TUEC shall have the power to investigate electoral malpractices, 
impose penalties for violations, and recommend electoral reforms to the TREDT 
Legislative House. 

v) Independence of TUEC: TUEC shall operate independently, free from political 
interference, to uphold the integrity and credibility of electoral processes within TREDT. 


Article II: Establishment of TREDT Union Trade License (TUTL) 

1) Introduction of TUTL: In order to regulate commercial activities within TREDT, all 
companies operating within the territory shall obtain a TREDT Union Trade License 
(TUTL) from the designated regulatory authority. 

11) Issuance of TUTL: TUTL shall be issued upon fulfillment of prescribed criteria, 
including compliance with trade regulations, payment of requisite fees, and submission of 
necessary documentation. 

ili) Validity and Renewal: TUTL shall be valid for a specified period, after which it must 
be renewed by the licensee. Failure to renew the TUTL within the stipulated timeframe 
may result in penalties or revocation of the license. 

iv) Regulatory Compliance: Companies holding a TUTL shall be subject to regulatory 
oversight, including periodic inspections, to ensure compliance with trade laws, 
consumer protection standards, and environmental regulations. 

v) Penalties for Violations: Violations of TUTL terms and conditions shall be subject to 
penalties, which may include fines, suspension, or revocation of the license, depending 
on the severity of the offense. 


Article III: Establishment of Revenue Court 

i) Creation of Revenue Court: A specialized division of the Imperial Court of Justice for 
TREDT, known as the Revenue Court, shall be established to adjudicate tax and revenue 
matters within the territory. 

1i) Jurisdiction of Revenue Court: The Revenue Court shall have exclusive jurisdiction 
over disputes related to taxation, revenue collection, and fiscal regulations within 
TREDT, ensuring efficient and equitable resolution of such matters. 

ii) Appointment of Judges: Judges for the Revenue Court shall be appointed based on 
their expertise in tax law and judicial experience, ensuring impartiality and competence 
in adjudicating revenue cases. 

iv) Procedural Rules: The Revenue Court shall adopt procedural rules consistent with 
principles of natural justice, ensuring fair hearings, right to appeal, and expeditious 
resolution of cases. 

v) Enforcement Powers: The Revenue Court shall have the authority to enforce its 
judgments, including the imposition of fines, attachment of assets, and issuance of 
injunctions, to ensure compliance with its rulings. 


Article IV: Establishment of New State by Imperial Trading Company 

1) Authorization for New State Establishment: The Imperial Trading Company is hereby 
authorized to establish a new state within TREDT, subject to compliance with legal and 
regulatory requirements. 

ii) Announcement of State Name: Upon establishment, the name of the new state shall be 
announced by Governor General Ishaan Das through official channels. 

ii) Administrative Framework: The Imperial Trading Company shall develop an 
administrative framework for the new state, including governance structures, public 
services, and infrastructure development, in accordance with local needs and aspirations. 
iv) Consultation with Stakeholders: The Imperial Trading Company shall engage with 
local communities, stakeholders, and government authorities to ensure inclusive decision- 
making and sustainable development initiatives in the new state. 


v) Reporting Requirements: The Imperial Trading Company shall submit periodic reports 
to the TREDT Legislative House regarding the progress and performance of the new 
state, facilitating and accountability in its governance. 


Article V: Response to Company Requests 

i) Timely Response Requirement: Any request made to a company within TREDT shall 
be responded to within five working days from the date of receipt. 

ii) Fine for Delayed Response: Failure to respond within the stipulated timeframe shall 
result in a fine of 500 Emeralds, payable to the requesting party, to compensate for any 
inconvenience or delay caused. 

ili) Exemptions and Exceptions: Certain requests may warrant additional time for 
consideration, subject to approval by the designated regulatory authority. However, such 
exemptions shall be granted judiciously and transparently. 


Article VI: Governance of Presidential Bills 

i) Timeframe for Presidential Action: The President of the Union shall have a maximum 
of seven days to review and either approve or reject any bill presented before them for 
consideration. 

11) Consequences of Inaction: In the event that the President fails to take action within the 
prescribed timeframe, the bill shall be deemed automatically passed by the Union 
Governor, ensuring timely enactment of legislative measures. 

iii) Notification of Decision: The President shall communicate their decision regarding 
the bill to the TREDT Legislative House and relevant stakeholders, providing reasons for 
approval or rejection, as applicable. 

iv) Appeal Process: Parties aggrieved by the President's decision may appeal to the 
TREDT Legislative House for reconsideration, subject to procedural rules and due 
process. 


Article VII: Succession in Presidential Absence 

1) Designated Successors: In the absence of the President, the Vice President shall assume 
the duties and responsibilities of the President, ensuring continuity and stability in 
governance. 

ii) Order of Succession: If both the Vice President and Cabinet Minister are absent, the 
TREDT Legislative House shall designate a Cabinet Minister to act as the interim 
President until the return of the incumbent or the appointment of a new President. 

ii) Temporary Governance: In rare cases where neither the Vice President nor the 
designated Cabinet Minister is available to assume the role of President, the Union 
Governor shall temporarily assume governance responsibilities, maintaining essential 
functions and upholding the rule of law. 


Article VIII: Governance of TREDT SMP 

i) Establishment of Council of Finance: The finance and economy of the TREDT SMP 
shall be governed by a Council of Finance, comprising experts in finance, economics, and 
trade policy. 


1i) Role of Council of Finance: The Council of Finance shall be responsible for 
formulating and implementing policies related to fiscal management, monetary 
regulation, and economic development within the TREDT SMP. 

ii) Collaboration with Operator: The Council of Finance shall collaborate with the 
Operator (OP) of the SMP to ensure alignment between financial policies and operational 
strategies, maximizing the economic potential and competitiveness of the TREDT SMP. 
iv) Transparency and Accountability: The Council of Finance shall operate with 
transparency and accountability, providing regular reports and updates to the TREDT 
Legislative House and stakeholders on financial performance, policy decisions, and 
future outlook of the TREDT SMP. 

v) Safeguarding Economic Interests: The Council of Finance shall prioritize the 
interests of TREDT SMP participants, ensuring fair competition, consumer 

protection, and market integrity within the single market platform. 


Article IX: Amendment Authorization by Imperial Court of Justice of TREDT 


i) Authorization Requirement: Any amendment to this Act shall require prior permission 
from the Imperial Court of Justice of TREDT. 

i1) Submission of Amendment Proposal: A proposal for amendment shall be submitted to 
the Imperial Court of Justice, outlining the rationale, objectives, and potential impact of 
the proposed changes. 

ii) Judicial Review and Approval: The Imperial Court of Justice shall conduct a thorough 
review of the proposed amendment, considering its legality, constitutionality, and 
alignment with the principles of justice and fairness. 

iv) Criteria for Approval: The Imperial Court of Justice shall approve the amendment 
only if it is deemed necessary, beneficial, and in the best interests of TREDT and its 
constituents. 

v) Legal Force of Judicial Approval: Upon approval by the Imperial Court of Justice, the 
amendment shall attain legal force and become an integral part of this Act, subject to 
compliance with procedural requirements and due process. 

vi) Enforcement of Judicial Decisions: The TREDT Legislative House and relevant 
authorities shall ensure the enforcement of judicial decisions regarding amendments to 
this Act, respecting the independence and authority of the 

Imperial Court of Justice. 

vii) Role of TREDT Legislative House: The TREDT Legislative House shall collaborate 
with the Imperial Court of Justice in the amendment process, providing necessary 
information, documentation, and support to facilitate informed decision-making and 
uphold the rule of law. 

viii) Preservation of Legal Integrity: The requirement for judicial authorization aims to 
preserve the legal integrity, stability, and coherence of this Act, safeguarding the rights, 
interests, and welfare of all stakeholders within TREDT. 


Enactment 

This Act shall be enacted by the TREDT Legislative House with the approval of the 
Imperial Court of Justice of TREDT and the approval of the Union Governor. This act 
shall be passed by the President of Union. 


Amendments 
Any amendments made to this Act shall be first approved by the Imperial Court of Justice 
of TREDT. 


Article XXXIII: Ratification 

33.1. This Constitution shall be ratified upon approval by a majority vote of the TREDT 
Legislative House and endorsement by the Union President and Union Governor. 

33.2. Once ratified, this Constitution shall come into immediate effect, guiding the 
governance and operations of TREDT Union henceforth.
